| Committee censures 


Hackard 


Last Friday | attended the Student 
Affairs Committee because I had heard 
they would be considering the subject of 
Student Body President Mike Hackard 
and Vice-President Bill Schneider's refusal 
“to permit funds to be spent by the 
Hornet after payment of outstanding bills 
for February, unless Hornet editor Scott 
Burns and Burns’ sister Maryellen, the 
paper’s coordinator and chairwoman of 
its Board of Publication, resign.” 
(Sacramento Bee, March 1). 

First of all, | must admit my bias, at 
this point, against President Hackard. It 
has not always been so however. I helped 
him settle a problem last spring when his 
own campaign chairman accused him of 
violating Associated Student Body 
election statutes. | felt these charges 
could not be proven and convinced his 
chairman to drop the charges. I have, 
time after time, tried to help President 
Mike Hackard when he ran into trouble. 
My advice usually concerned his lack of 
energy and interest in student 
government and I suggested that he turn 
more of his energy toward campus 
problems rather than traveling « to Europe 
in the elusive quest of peace. Each time 
Mike has attempted to pass these 
responsibilities onto other members of 
the Associated Students 

It is my belief that his actions with 
regard to the Hornet stem from three 
major sources. First is the fact that Mike 
has been unable to forgive Scott Burns 
for a critical article written during the 
Fall Semester. Mike once commented to 
me afterward, “I can’t talk to them 
anymore (them meaning Scott and 
Maryellen) because they always print 
what I say in the paper.”’ Second is the 
fact that the Hornet took a position 
against the campus queen contests that 
were subsequently banned. Mike had 
spoken in favor of their continuing at the 
Faculty Senate. Third, is the simple, but 
unfortunate fact that Michael Hackard 
cannot handle the job of Student Body 
President On one occasion he said to me 
“I simply cannot handle the leadership 
that the job demands.” 


STUDENT AFFAIRS COMMITTEE 


| believe that the tollowing excerpts 
from the Student Affairs Committee 
meeting wili fully establish those three 
points. 


Hackard: What we are doing is 
certainly legal under law...Bill Schneider 
and I have made a statement....that we 
will not sign, that we will not authorize 
funds for the Hornet....There is some 
question whether we are indeed ruling 
out freedom of the press here. In that we 
as publishers, or the Associated Students 
as publishers of the Hornet, certainly 
have the right to make it cease its 
operation. Now, there ray be some 
question if the President and 
Vice-President have a right to do that. 
However, under Senate Bill 19, we are the 
duly elected authorities who will sign 
claim schedules 

Jerry Wilson: Have you or Mr. 
Schneider presented your objections to 
the Board of Publications so that they 
could take action on your complaints 
about the actions of the editor? 

Hackard: Yes, we have, but I don’t 
know....whether we presented it so much. 
It’s certainly open to discussion in that 
we used the word “demand” repeatedly. 

Hackard: (Asked if he had sent an 
official memo to them before the events 
of the last week) No, prior to this, I 
certainly affirm I did not. 

John McClure: Very good.

Hackard: The Board of Publications 
refused to act in the past when we had 
such debacles as this. Among a number of 
other things, the Board of Publications 
has, as far as I’m concerned, not taken 
action in keeping that paper up to what 
might he considered normal! standards of 
decency and good taste as defined in tne 
community or on the campus. (A 
member of the committee pointed out 
that only the Supreme Court of the 
United States has legally declared its right 
to determine standards of decency.)

Jerry Wilson: (Having suggested that 
the President and Vice-President of the 
Student Body are allowed to sign the 
claim schedules, so that the bills of the 
Hornet can be paid, only to verify that 
the money is being used legally—not to 
assure that the editorial policy is to their 
liking). I don’t believe you have a right to 
single-handedly move in and counter act 
any of their actions in this way. It seems 
to me that you are violating the rationale 
behind having you sign these notes in the 
first place. Now have I misinterpreted this 
or not? 

Hackard: I wouldn’t say that you had 
misinterpreted this. | would say that your 
beliefs on this are open to litigation. 

Clinton: Did you say that you would 
cut off funds (to the Hornet) or that 
there was a possibility that you might? 

Hackard: I don’t believe, John, it said 
exactly that we will cut off the funds. It 
said that we will not authorize the claim 
schedules which, in fact, means cutting 
off the funds.

But anyway, he went to this extent 
to pull a $60 advertisement for one of his 
own pet peeves 

Steve: .t seems to me that you 
would almost have to let the board of 
Publication make these decisions because 
they are the ones who act as the guiding 
force. 

Hackard: That’s a good point. 

Senate Chairman Dutro: I just wanted 
to make a point of clarification about the 
Tijuana Smalls. It did run in the paper 
today. 

Hackard: It was another ad then. 


BURNS AN EMPLOYEE? 


John McClure: The reason | was asking 
about whether it (the complaint) had 
gone through the Board of Publications 
was because the Dean called me (meaning 
the Dezr of Students Norman Better) to 
say he would not be here today and he 
said that at no time and he had been to 
every Board of Publications meeting—has 
a written complaint come from the 
President or the Vice-President (of the 
student body). 

Larry Miles (in WHackard’s behalf): 
...we're not really challenging the paper 
and the publisher. | mean, we are the 
paper. He (Scott Burns) is working for 
the Associated Students. 

Jerry Wilson: No, that’s not true 
Listen, you're only paying one-third of 
the budget. (The other two-thirds of the 
cost comes from advertisement.) The 
Associated Students has no authority to 
tell that paper how it’s to be run 

McClure: The whole student body 
has delegated their powers to that board 
(Board of Publications). They were to run 
that paper....therefore they are the 


publisher and they are the ones 
responsible for the actions of that paper. 
Hackard: Let me point out that we are 
not holding up anything at this time.... 
Brad Booth (Committee Membep): 
What action can this committee take. on 
this particular subject? 


S.A.C. CENSURES HACKARD 


McClure: I have a motion. “The 
Student Affairs Committee strongly 
censures President Mike Hackard for his 
direct violation of the Student Bill of 
Rights in his attempt to change the 
editorial policy of the State Hornet by 
the use of his control of ASSSC funds, 
rather than going through the appropriate 
channel, which is tne soard of 
Publications.” ....Anytime one shakes 
that paper by using this kind of threat, I 
think it is a direct violation of our Bill of 
Rights. 

Larry Miles: I would like to say, as a 
member of this committee, that I would 
feel compelled to vote along with what 
you are saying because it is in the statutes 
and by voting the other way I would be 
conflicting with the statutes we have, 
but... will not vote against Mike 
Hackard’s action. (Larry is the ex-I.F.C. 
President and Hackard’s chief ally in 
attempting to preserve campus queen 
contests.) 

Hackard: (Noting that all the 
committee members except for Larry 
Miles are against him, he is determined 
that he will not go down alone): It is the 
President and the Vice-President who 
took this action, but yet Mike Hackard 
has been the only person to be criticized. 
I’m not saying you should criticize Bill 
(Schneider), but it’s a duo (laughter) and 
we both did it together and | think Bill 
ought to receive proper credit for it.... 

Betty Mou'ds: He just got his credit. 

Committee Member: | would just like 
to say that th s committee is not making 
any judgment as to the value of the 
Hornet 

Jerry Wilson: The educational value of 
the Hornet is not necessarily what is in it, 
but the fact that it is there. That is, it isa 
student publicatiun and it is giving 
students experience in journalism and it is 
giving students the opportunity to react

Miles voting against it. The simple fact of 
the matter here is, that Student Body 
President Mike Hackard and 
Vice-President Bill Schneider have tried 
to destroy the very thing that has been 
the cornerstone of our 
freedoms—freedom of the press. I doubt 
that anyone knows why Mike and Bill 
chose to disregard all the means they had 
to legally pressure a change in the 
editorial policy of the Hornet. Perhaps it 
is because they knew that the Student 
Ser*te. Board of Publications, and the 
majority of the students at SSC would 
not go along with them. It was a simple 
power play. If they had gotten away with 
it, it would mean that these two officers 
could refuse to allow a play they didn’t 
like to run, or cut off funds to the 
basketball team if they di‘ ’t like the 
way the team was playing, or censor the 
music of KERS. Because of the action of 
the Student Affairs Committee, we have 
been able to force Mike Hackard to see 
his tricks won’t work.

In response to Federal 
pressure and the threat of an 
HEW class action suit against the 
institutionalized discrimination 
of women and_ minorities 
President Hyink created the 
Affirmative Action Committee 
(AAC) in December. The 
purpose of AAC is to work for 
equitable employment 
conditions on the SSC campus 
for women and_ minorities. 
Members have been meeting for 
more than two months now and 
wish to offer the following 
statement. 

Since most faculty hiring 
takes place between December 
and March, we were formed at a 


crucial period, when time was 
extremely important. The usual 
hassles involved in organizing a 
committee thus became 
especially trustrating. The first 
thing we needed was 
information on the existing 
conditions on campus; especially 
(1) a sexual and ethnic 
breakdown of all workers and 
(2) the Affirmative Action 
programs from all reporting 
units. We sent all information 
requests directly to the 
President, assuming he would 
push for rapid responses. When 
several weeks went by and we 
had received no replies, we asked 
the President to meet with us to

settle exactly what function and 
authority AAC could assume in 
practice. At that meeting, the 
President said that because 0! his 
crowded agenda, he hadn’t been 
able to get to any of our 
requests yet He also gave his 
representative, Tom Carter, 
authority to speak for him at 
future meetings, and said that 
we should send our information 
requests directly to the specific 
departments and areas affected. 

Because we felt that the 
Administration wasn’t giving our 
requests top priority we deemed 
it necessary to pass a 
moratorium on all campus hiring 
until we received sexual and 
ethnic breakdowns, affirmative 
action programs from ali 
reporting units, and a report on 
the number of positions to be 
filled by each department on 
campus. The President was 
present at that meeting, along 
with Mr. Reddick and Mr. 
Samara. A week later, the 
President’s representative 
reported that the President 
would not sign the Moratorium, 
but could not tell us exactly 
what needed to be changed 
before the President would find 
it acceptable. We were later to 
hear rumors that the 
Moratorium was being used 
selectively on campus, with 
individual administrators saying 
a Moratorium was in effect when 
it suited their purposes, but 
hiring still taking place 

In order to clear up this 
situation, and ensure Affirmative 
action compliance in new hiring, 
at our last meeting on Feb. 29 
we again passed a_ policy 
recommendation that the 
President institute a Moratorium 





on hiring, setting a March 15 
deadline for the information 
requested. In addition, we 
approved guidelines for faculty 
affirmative action which will aid 
the departments and schools in 
settup up their programs. We 
recommended that the President 
act on the Moratorium and send 
out the guidelines within three 
days (by March 3). Addendum 
to the 
affirmative action guidelines will 
be coming from the committee 
in the near future. Also a 
subcommittee was set up at the 
Feb. 29 meeting to develop 
processes for evaluating the unit 
Affirmative Action programs we 
receive. One im portant 
recommendation that the 
Administration has not yet acted 
upon is the implementation of 
the Part-time women’s 
Consultant position, passed by 
the Faculty Senate last May 5. 
At our first meeting, AAC 
recommended to the President 
that this position be set up for 
Spring semester. We have been 
informed by the _ President’s 
representative that the 
Administration is still 
investigating the possibility.

Basic groundwork 
seems to be established, and we 
sincerely hope that the AAC, 
with administration support, will 
be able to implement a strong 
equal employment program on 
campus.

Down to Rio.” 

I have a reasonable familiarity with Sandy 
Wilson's score, but in Russell’s hands | honestly 
can’t remember how many of the songs are 
retained in the movie or which ones are sung 
when. The ghastly opening number, the beach 
number, the soda shop number, all of which are 
incredibly painful to remember, might just as well 
have been performed in ston: silence for all the 
recollection I have of what songs accompanied 
them. If a director insists on making you more 
aware of what you’re seeing (good or bad) than 
what you're hearing, then I don’t think he has any 
business making a musical. 

With each Ken Russel! film I see I am 
increasingly amazed at the embarrassing, even 
humiliating things Russell’s actors are willing to do 
for him. In “The Devils” Russell behaved as if he 
had just discovered overacting and considered it a 
major innovation that had to be shared with the 
world; in “The Boy Friend” this is worse than 
ever. It has gotten to the point where one can no 
longer be embarrassed for the actors in Russell’s 
hands it seems that if they cared they wouldn’t 
allow it. Max Adrian as the frustrated director is 
simply dreadful, and that poor girl who played the 
magistrate’s pregnant daughter in “The Devils” is 
on hand again, and when she rolls her eyes at 
DeThrill and says “You—me—Hol-ly-wo-00-00d” it 
is as insulting to an audience as being slapped in 
the face with a bag of soggy buffalo chips. 

“The Boy Friend” is a witless waste of money. 
It is hateful, fatheaded and ugly. Two days after I 
saw it, | was able to catch “Flying Down to Rio” 
on television, and nothing could have more 
dramatically demonstrated the cold, Spiritless 
atmosphere Russell has doggedly established in his 
film. When what might have been a charming 
exuberant little movie is blasted to smithereens by 
the ambition of a man who can’t be bothered with 
making an unpretentious film yet hasn’t the range 
or sensitivity to make a coherent follow-through 
on his pretensious film yet hasn’t the range or 
sensitivity to make a coherent follow-through on 
his pretensions, I find myself paralyzed with rage. 

Where “The Boyfriend” should have been light 
and frothy, it is heavy-handed and sadistic. It is 
doubly sadistic if one believes, as I rather do, that 
by poking fun at the performers’ mania for 
impressing DeThrill Russell was jeering at his own 
cast for their obvious devotion to him, and forcing 
them to do things more degrading than DeThrill 
would ever expect 

“The Boy Friend” left me with a powerful 
distaste; for the performers in that seaside resort, 
for the performers in Russell’s movie, and most of 
all for Russell himseif. Although Twiggy is a 
charming girl who sings well and dances divinely, 
no one can stand up to Russell's hamfisted 
direction, and she never gets a chance to make the 
film worthwhile. She gets star billing but she 
doesn’t really have the lead; Ken Russell has the 
lead role, and he never lets go for a minute. 

Worst of all is the fact that “The Boy Friend” 
can now never be made into a decent move. It 
wasn’t something that I was particularly eager to 
see filmed, but if it had to be done, it certainly 
should have been done right. Instead Ken Russell 
has smothered all its native charm in amall-minded 
Satire, garish 1930's decor and simple bad 
filmmaking: poor acting, clumsy editing, fuzzy 
sound recording, tinny photography. If Ken 
Russell never makes another film it will be too 
soon for me.

say you support the Women’s 
Movement, but yet you've said 
you believe there are possibly 
inherent biological differences 
between men and women; the 
idea which is the absolute basis 
of our oppression. You decry 
class elitism but you teach 
Nietzsche and you believe in 
Super-men. A belief in social 
change means you believe we are 
all potential Super-people if we 
change the social conditions to 
allow us to be. Super-men in our 
times got there off other 
people’s backs and because of 
unequal treatment: economical 
and psychological. 

Commitment to social change 
is not determined by how many 
of the right words you say but 
by how much you're willing to 
work for the change. What are 
your time and energy priorities? 
You indirectly accuse us all of 
being “smug, bigoted, elitist 
snobs” and yet one of your 
heroes is Freud who said that 
homosexuals are sick, women 





are sub-human, and whose 
underlying assumption is a belief 
in the basic evil of humanity. 
You say that “the left 
deserves better and it had better 
Start commanding it The 
country requires it.’
